•taiid the expense of maintaining one 
of Eureka county's paupers without 
farther fight, and the case recently 
decided in the District court at Carsoi 
in favor of Eureka county has beei 
appealed to the Supreme court. Th 
suit was brought to recover $2112 fo 
the maintainance of one John Fitz 
rerald who, it will be remembered 
died a few days since at the County 
hospital. 


Fitzgerald was admitted to the Wa 


shoe county hospital in August, 1892 
?or several years prior to that time hi 
lad been an inmate of the Eureka 
County hospital, but at the meeting o 
the Board of Commissioners of Eureka 
county in August, 1892, the sum of $50 
was allowed to be drawn by one of the 
commissioners to "aid Fitzgerald to 
•each his friends in San Francisco.' 
?he money was drawn and Fitzgerald 
itarted on his journey. The 
next 


hing that is known concerning Fitz- 
gerald is that a few days later he was 
ound in Reno, sick and destitute. 
?he authorities were appealed to in 
its behalf and he was removed to the 
lospital where he has ever since 
emained the most expensive patient 
bat the connty has been obliged to 
npport. 
The case has been fought by Eureka 
ounty principally upon the ground 
hat Fitzgerald was never legally ad- 
mitted to the hospital, for the reason 
hat he was not admitted at a regular 
meeting of the board, and farther that 
no legal notice was ever written to or 
orved upon Eureka county. ID an 
wer to this it has been contended by 
Waehoe county that it ia the duty of 
ommisaiouers te grant relief when 
he necessity demands, and that in any 
vent, in the present case, the board 
t regular sessions has ratified any 
mauthomad act that may have been 
one in i he emergency of the occasion. 


As to the notice, it is. claimed that the 
aw has been complied with and that 
ureka county was served with the 
ame and is not now in a position to 
uestion its regularity. But the fact 
emains, however, that Washoe connty 
s out aome $2500 in famishing relief 
or this man whom Eureka county so 
enerously (?) aided "to reach hie 
riends."
